The position of the crown regard- 
ing =“Bolsheviki funds’ was made 
clear by Mr. Andrews. The matter 
was raised by Mr. Bonnar and in or- 
der to get things straightened out, 
Mr, Justico Metcalfe got a copy of 
the letter sent by Carl Berg of Fd- 
monton to R. B. Russell in which 
reference Was made to such funds. 
The passage in question was as fol- 
lows: “I have Just got in a shipment 
of Bolsheviki funds. For this pur- 
pose one of the miners’ un'‘ons sends 
$250 and they tell us that they will 
send us more to get literature.” 

Mr. Andrews explained that the 
crown did not contend that the funds 
came from the Russian Bolsheviks, 
and Alderman Queen, one of the ac- 
cused, took the opinion that’ the 
term “Bolshevik” was just a joke 
term
